in writing and file them with the police board. It is not only their 
right as citizens and former members of the police force, but it P 
is their duty as citizens to aid in clearing up the situation. 


Mayor Welsh in his statement published yesterday declared 


that the charges against Kennedy by-" any disgruntled ex-fireman 
or pcHceman will be accepted."- 
That seems to be a rather 


high-handed manner for the mayor to handle the situation. These 
mep have as much right to prefer charges as any one else and it 
is the duty of the mayor to at least consider the charges whether 
they are made against Kennedy or anyone else.
